“Approximately  sixty-percent  of  the 
garduates  applying  for  positions  were 
placed  by  Thursday,  May  twenty- 
ninth,”  states  Dean  Nuttall,  head  of 
the  Placement  Bureau.  Of  the  one 
hundred  seven  graduates  already 
placed,  fifty  one  are  taking  positions 
in  senior  high  schools,  four  in  junior 
high  schools,  and  fifty-two  in  grade 
schools. 

Already  this  year’s  quota  of  grad- 
uates is  to  be  spread  out  over  an  area 
of  five  states,  namely,  Idaho,  Wyom- 
ing, Nevada,  Arizona,  and  Utah.  Out- 
side of  Utah,  Idaho  stands  highest 
with  four  new  B.  Y.  teachers.  Nebo 
Districts  rates  highest  within  the  state, 
receiving  a total  of  fifteen  new  teach- 
ers; Apline  District  is  running  a close 
second  with  ten  new  teachers.  '

“This  is  a day  of  giants,  not  just

The  awards  were  divided  into  three 
classes.

The  Alma  Van  Wagenen, 
band  award  of  fifty  dollars  was  by 
James  Anderson,  efficient  band  stu- 
dent. The  two  J.  L.  Firmage  band 
scholarships  of  fifty  dollars  each  were 
won  by  Clayton  Sorenson  nd  Robert 
Clark  and  were  presented  by  Professor 
Sauer. 

The  second  group  was  of  prizes. 
The  Talmadge  essay  contest  as  won 
by  Oscar  Busch,  and  was  presented 
by  President  Brimhall.  President 
Brimhall  stated  that  there  were  nine 
other  essays  qualifying  this  year,  a 
substantial  increase  over  previous 
years.  The  Lester  Taylor  piano  con- 
test was  won  by  Miss  Clara  Wood- 
house  and  the  medal  was  presented  by 
the  donor.  Elbert  Anderson  was  the 
winner  of  the  gold  medal  given  an- 
nually by  Mrs.  Stephen  L.  Chipman 
for  the  best  painting  of  Mt.  Timpan- 
ogos.  The  other  artists  receiving  a- 
wards  were,  Divine  Madsen,  Clifford 
Rutherford  and  Glen  Potter,  receiving 
second,  third,  and  fourth  place,  re- 
spectively.

Winning  the  highest  honor  that  the 
class  can  bestow  Miss  Edna  Ball,  of 
Springfield,  Illinois,  at  the  end  of  five 
years  of  the  most  productive  study  at 
Brigham  Young  university,  this  spring

graduates  from  the  university  and 
carries  with  her  the  distinction  of  be- 
ing valedictorian  of  her  class. 

Miss  Ball  registered  at  the  univer- 
sity in  the  fall  of  1925  as  a special 
student,  unmatriculated,  taking  full 
college  courses  and  working  on  the 
college  requirements  of  high  school 
credits — of  which  she  had  had  none — 
while  at  the  same  time  holding  the 
position  of  stenographer  in  the  Presi- 
dent’s office.  In  spite  of  the  necessity 
of  taking  her  high  school  courses  a- 
long  with  her  full  college  require- 
ments, Miss  Ball  made  a record  of  col- 
lege scholastic  achievements  that  is 
seldom  equalled. 

Of  eight  students  who  this  spring 
were,  considered  for  the  honor  of  be- 
ing named  valedictorian  Miss  Ball  was 
voted  as  easily  the  most  outstanding 
by  the  University  Council.  For  this 
honor-  a student  must  have  a better 
than  B-  average  grade,  outstanding 
social  standing,  and  high  character. 

Miss  Ball  will  teach  journalism  at 
the  Provo  high  school  next  year,  a 
position  for  which  she  is  well  prepar- 
ed, especially  through  her  experience 
as  editor  of  the  “Scratch,”  thd  B.  Y. 
U.  quarterly  literary  magazine.

For  the  past  week  or  so  we  have  been  receiving  queries  stated 
something  like  this:  “Well,  aren’t  you  glad  it’s  about  all  over?” 

To  all  these  well  meant  questions  at  the  close  of  our  adminis- 
tration we  have  but  one  answer,  and  that  is  that  none  but  a feel- 
ing of  regret  is  felt  atr  thought  of  leaving  a job  that  is  as  thankless 
and  as  unamenable  to  studies^  as  is  the  job  of  Y NEWS  editor. 
Perhaps  one  reason  we  hate  to  leave  is  that  if  we  stayed  long 
enough  there  might  be  a chance  to  rub  out  some  of  the  many  mis- 
takes we  have  made  in  the  course  of  the  year.  For  we  realize  that 
many  errors  some  so  stealthy  and  sly  that  the  best  of  newspapers 
would  have  let  them  slip  by  unnoticed;  some  so  large  and  obvious 
as  to  be  positively  ludicrous,  have  crept  into  our  paper. 

Yet,  even  though  there  have  been  the  mistakes,  there  has  been 
on  the  other  hand  a goodt  deal  in  our  work  which  we  can  point  to 
with  the  inky  finger  of  college-journalism  pride  at  least.  In  a 
school  which  this  season  had  no  journalism  department  whatsoever, 
a staff  which  was  practically  all  new  at  writing  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  responded  enthusiastically  to  raising  the  standards  of 
journalism  and  of  writing  in  the  “News”  work.  To  the  best  of 
our  ability  we  have  tried  to  give  every  reporter,  whatever  his  pre- 
vious experience,  the  opportunity  of  improvement.  Some  have  taken 
the  opportunity  and  in  so  large  a measure  as  they  have  furthered 
the  interests  of  journalism  and  the  school,  in  just  that  measure 
have  they  boosted  themselves.  A few,  it  is  regrettable  to  say, 
write  with  no  more  ease,  or  with  any  better  results  than  they  did 
at  the  beginning  of  the  season.  We  are  happy,  however,  to  turn 
some  remarkably  efficient  writers  to  the  next  year’s  administration.

To  the 
timely  words  of  encouragement  from  President  Harris  we  owe  a 
great  deal;  to  the  efforts  of  Dean  Lowry  Nelson  in  his  writing  and 
specific  criticism  we  are  greatly  indebted;  and  to  the  boosting  of 
the  student  administration,  especially  President  Bentley,  we  feel 
deeply  grateful.  Besides  these  there  are  many  others  to  whom  we 
owe  thanks.  If  to  some  students  and  faculty  members  we  have 
seemed  a bit  vitriolic  in  olir  editorial  policy,  let  us  say  that  we  did 
it  all  in  enthusiasm  for  the  future  of  the  Young  University,  and  if 
our  enthusiasm  was  a bit  warped  (which  we  do  not  admit  even 
now)  we  apologize.  If  you  can  see  our  purpose  in  a more  illuminat- 
ing light,  we  are  glad  to  have  helped. 


So  with  these  thanks  and  apologies,  which  every  editor  must 
learn  to  pass  out  with  precision  and  impartiality,  we  say  adieu — 
and  watch  out  for  the  deep  ditches  and  the  railroad  crossings.

Closing  a year  of  athletic  activities 
marked  by  some  of  the  highest 
achievements  attained  by  any  Cougar 
team  and  than  again  harassingly  un- 
steady in  the  crucial  moments,  Brig- 
ham Young  university  looks  forward 
to  the  year  1930-31  with  a hope  and 
ambition  based  upon  rather  substan- 
tial grounds. 

Especially  in  football  and  basket- 
ball, as  well  as  in  the  minor  sport, 
wresting,  B.  Y.  U.  teams  have  been  a 
constant  threat  to  the  best  in  the 
league.  Reviewing  the  seasons  acti- 
vities the  one  thing  that  is  most  per- 
tinent is  that,  unlike  previous  years, 
the  Cougar  teams  of  Brigham  Young 
university  are  taking  their  places  In 
the  array  of  aggregations  to  be  reck- 
oned with  for  any  athletic  honors  in 
the  Rocky  Mountain  Conference. 

Under  the  coaching  of  G.  Ottinger 
Romney  Brigham  Young  university's 
football  team  indicated  that  last  year, 
and  from  then  on,  it  is  bidding  for 
conference  honors  in  the  gridiron 
sport.  With  but  three  defeats  in  ten 
games  during  the  season,  the  Cougars 
ranked  but  second  to  the  R.  M.  C 
champion  University  of  Utah  eleven 
in  offensive  power,  though  woefully 
weak  on  defense.

When  the  basketball  season  opened 
B.  Y.  U.  was  there  with  a potentially 
powerful  quintet  which  went  through 
a fourteen  game  practice  schedule 
with  teams  in  the  Rocky  Mountain 
Conference  and  Pacific  Coast  with 
but  one  loss.  In  Conference  competi- 
tion the  Cougars  were  touted  as  the 
most  dangerous  rivals  to  the  nation- 
ally framed  Montana  State  Bobcats, 
three  times  champions  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  and  this  dope  was  correct, 
insofar  as  Romney’s  team  administer- 
ed the  first  defeat  at  Provo  to  the 
champions  in  a long  reign  of  supre- 
macy, following  that  up  with  another 
victory  on  the  Bobcats  own  floor, 
rare  accomplishment. 

The  Cougars,  however;  faltered 
several  of  the  key  games,  losing  two 
in  a row  to  the  University  of  Utah  at 
Salt  Lake  after  having  lost  the  first 
enebunter  of  the  season  to  Utah  State 
by  a two  point  margin.  With  state 
and  conference  championship  aspira- 
tions obliterated  the  Cougars  came 
back  in  the  final  series  of  the  season 
to  trounce  in  a vengeful  burst  of  un- 
excelled basketball  the  team  that  had 
skitted  them  out  of  the  championship 
running,  Utah  University. 

The  talk  of  the  conference  was  cen- 
tered on  the  brilliant  little  Y guard. 
Russ  Magleby,  who  led  the  scoring 
for  the  guards  in  the  conference  by 
averaging  ten  points  per  game  in  R. 
M.  C.  competition,  and  considerably 
higher  than  that  for  the  whole  sea- 


Developing  one  of  the  most  danger- 
ous offensive  team  in  the  conference 
Coach  Ott  Romney  put  on  to  the  field 
a light,  fast  moving  machine  that  fea- 
tured the  forward  passing  game.  Cap- 
tain Paul  Thorne,  Bliss  Hoover,  and 
"Clug”  Vacher  in  thq  backfield  form- 
ed a trio  that  was  feared  by  all  con- 
ference foes,  and  Reeve,  Merrill,  B. 
Skousen,  Dastrup  in  the  line  ranked 
among  the  first  list  of  the  conference’s 
able  lineman.  The  forward  passing 
combination  of  Hoover  to  Reeve  was 
perhaps  the  ace  card  in  the  Cougar 


Cooper,  playing  opposite  Magleby 
was  shadowed  only  by  his  illustrious 
team  mate  in  the  matter  of  sensational 
floor  work  and  scoring,  but  there  is 
no  question  that  Cooper  is  one  of  the 
most  heady,  dependable,  and  valuable 
guards  to  appear  on  any  Rocky  Moun- 
tain Conference  teams. 

The  B.  Y.  U.  forwards,  Eldon  Brin- 
ley  and  Elwood  Romney,  found  diffi- 
culty in  accustoming  themselves  to 
each  other's  style  of  playing,  but  fin- 
ally hit  upon  the  right  key.  Reeve  at 
center  played  consistently  good  basket 
ball,  showing  remarkable  improvement 
over  the  previous  year.  B.  Y.  U.’s  re- 
cord in  conference  competition  for  the 
season  showed  an  even  split  with  each 
team  of  the  western  division,  winning 
two  and  losing  two  to  each. 

Having  lost  such  stars  as  Owen 
Rowe,  Les  Wright,  and  George  Cor- 
bett, through  graduation  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Conference  champion  B.  Y. 
U.  track  and  field  team  found  them- 
selves unable  to  successfully  defend 
their  title  and  lost  it  to  the  powerful 
University  of  Utah  team.  Mark  Reeve 
and  Ralph  Nelson  were  the  most  out- 
standing stars  on  this  year’s  team, 
scoring  consistently  in  every  meet, 
the  former  especially  brilliant 
establishing  new  records  in  both  the 
hammer  and  discus  throw

assistant  coach  Aubert  Cote  moulded

Most  of  the  proposed  amendments 
were  acted  by  the  joint  council  at  the 
instance  of  Toney  Bentley,  president 
of  the  student  body,  and  of  James 
Cullimore,  president-elect  of  the  stu- 
dent body. 

The  proposed  amendments  as  they 
appear  on  the  ballot  are  as  follows, 
the  students  being  required  to  vote 
either  "yes”  or  “no”: 

The  Student  Body  shall  be  called 
the  “Associated  Students  of  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University. 


The  student  council  shall  consist 
of:  president  of  the  student  association, 
vice-president,  secretary  and  historian, 
one  faculty  representative,  editor  of 
Y News,  editor  of  Banyan. 


The  second  vice-president,  aside 
from  being  head  of  the  Public  Service 
Buseau,  shall  have  charge  of  the  cam 
paigning  and  elections  carried  on  in 
the  school. 


The  student  council  shall  have  all 
legislative,  executive,  and  judicial 
powers  not  specifically  given  to  some- 
one else.  It  shall  be  the  governing 
body  of  the  student  body  but  shall 
receive  recommendations  from  the 
other  departments  on  the  request  of 
the  student  body  or  the  department 
concerned. 


All  reports  and  accounts  of  the 
student  body  shall  be  gone  over  by  an 
expert  accountant,  authorized  by  the 
finance  committee,  at  least  once 
year  (in  the  middle  of  the  Spring 
quarter)  and  a report  submitted  to  the 
finance  committee.  Reports  may  be 
asked  for  at  any  time  from  the  heads 
of  the  departments.
